THE 1929-30 Students' Directory appears today, largely llic 
product of the work of one man, tlie niembcr of the Stu- 
dents' Council to whom the task was entrusted. This is a cur- 
i-ent (scaniple of the fact that'it is not necessary to offer money 
inducement to get work done. We in college arc able to ap- 
preciate the existence of other than money motives better than 
many "Mcn-in-lhc-slreet",' with whom the idea that jobs must 
be made lucrative to be filled is rather current. 

Of course, the fact is that students, in performing their 
primary function of study, are working more or less hard for 
no money remuncralion, and that this state of affairs is in- 
trinsic in the present org.'înisation of higher wlucation. But in 
addition, nearly all extra-curricui.'ir activities are carried on in 
the same non-commercial manner on the campuses with which 
we have any acquaintance. AVc find this condition highly desir- 
tibTc, although it ma}- be \h<?. cause of minor complaints. 

No external incentive is needed to. make. a first-class work- 
ri.T-n_ work for nothing the trouble i.s" thai he" can seldom afford 
to do so, writes Bernard Shaw. This seems to explain the gen- 
eral difference in the attitudes of the student and people un- 
connected with college. The former can afford to work solely 
for the satisfaction which he derives from it; the outsider is 
not ofteii.^^^o fortunately situated,- but must spend most of liis 
iiilje at^th^ jobiy which he earns his living. 
■■. -" For Ihfe most part students accept M-illingly" their oppor- 
tunities of serving their fellows and doing very real work with- 
out thought of or desire for pay. Occasionally a score-head ad- 
vocates wages^r those v.ho work in the Book Exchange, on 
the Daily .staff, and in other activities which demand effort 
and time. Such innovations v.'oald be unpopular- Much would b'ç 
lost to the spirit of t^ie student body and littie would be gained 
_by the individuals getting the money, and they would. not neces-. 
sarily do the work any more thoroughly. 



EDUCATION AND CULTURE^ 

THERE IS AN OLD and quaint belief held by many people 
that you could take a man in the rough, .so to speak, send 
him to a university for a certain number of year,?, and lie comes 
' out a finished product — th-j eH-sence of culture. Curiously 
enough, it is not only the unlettered mob who believe this but a 
great many of our so-called educated classes. 

Cultui'e is not merely the accumulation of a mass of in- 
'.'ormation, or the gaining of cstoric knowledge, or even the ap- 
plication of techinical details. That is not enougli. To a wide 
field of edut-ation there must be added depth of understand- 
ing — understanding not merely of ones self, but also of ones 
fellow men; to understand men in relation, not only to each 
other, but to and as a result of their environment. 

The booi'ithness that too often fails to be effectively cover- 
ed over by a B.A- or an M.D. is by many mistakenly called 'in- 
•.allectual snobbery'. As a matter of fact, there is nothing in- 
;ellcctual about it. It is simply a lack of that finer under.stand- 
ing and nobility of character wliicli no univej-sity can .supply, 
rhe univei'sity only offers food for it and provides an environ- 
,nent where it may flourish to maturity, but it cannot create it. 
Unfortunately, there are, not j-arely, found men o.n the 
, itaffs of universities who fa.!! into the class— liained but not 
iducated; educated but not cultured. And it is for this j-eason 
hat universities so often fail jii the puriwse for which' they are 
meant. • ^
